INTERNATIONAL SOLIDARITY CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN LISBON 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 3 Mar 82 p 1 


[Text] Lisbon (ANGOP)--An international conference on solidarity with the front- 
line countries will be held in the Portuguese capital this June. 


A press release issued in Lisbon by the Portuguese Movement Against Apartheid (MPCA) 
states that the conference is to be held "taking into account the heavy sacrifices 
being endured by the peoples in the front-line states (Angola, Mozambique, Zambia, 
Tanzania, Botswana, and Zimbabwe) as a result of their firm support for the struggle 
for national liberation being waged by the peoples of South Africa and Namibia under 
the leadership, respectively, of the ANC and SWAPO." 


The conference, which is being organized by the ICSA (International Committee Against 
Apartheid, Racism, and Colonialism in Southern Africa) and AAPSO, will bring together 
representatives of the main currents of world public opinion, namely unions, politi- 
cal parties, antiapartheid and solidarity committees, and national and international 
mass organizations, church representatives, and eminent persons. 


In preparation for the conference--the first of its kind--an ICSA-AAPSO consultative 
meeting was held recently in Berlin, the capital of the GDR. Participating in that 
meeting were representatives of 22 national and international organizations. 


The objective of the scheduled conference in Lisbon is to develop cooperation between 
the front-line countries and the world's peoples and states for the defense and 
strengthening of international security and peace. 


Its organizers view it as “a duty of the international community, which has been un- 
derestimating, or even been unaware of, the seriousness of the aggression engaged in 
he regime of apartheid against the front-line countries." 


In the meantime, an international delegation that will include the executive secre- 
tary of the ICSA, as well as Silas Cerqueira; Vassos Lyssarides, chairman of the 
Cyprus Socialist Party; representatives of the liberation movements, and other promi- 
nent figures, will visit the front-line countries in the near future to get approval 
for the plan for the conference. It will also meet with representatives of the ANC 


and SWAPO. 








The results of its mission are to be presented at the international preparatory com- 
mittee's first meeting, which will be held--also in the Portuguese capital--this 
April.

NEED FOR ADHERENCE TO MPLA PARTY LINE STRESSED

[Text] A people is not subjected for centuries to the imposition of foreign pat- 
terns, norms, and values without effect. All the defects that the colonial phenom- 
enon created or accentuated in the innermost recesses of Angola's inhabitants re- 
main to be inventoried. 


The late comrade President Agostinho Neto, who was always farsighted and opportune, 
had called attention to the sluggish pace of decolonization in people's minds: "It 
is not easy for us to destroy the colonialist mentality completely as long as both 
the colonizer and the colonized retain a residue of colonialism within themselves. 
It is a residue that we must combat. It is not possible to do away with capitalism 
overnight, especially its way of looking at life and things." 


Whence the need for permanent education and for permanent battle to invent (and that 
is the right word) a new way in which we can work, create, live together, and as- 
sert our own perscnality--one that is transforming and becoming transformed in the 
process of building a country and forming a man who, we intend, shall be qualita- 
tively different from the past--a new man who will arise out of what is best in each 


of us. 


From that standpoint, the revolution is the main school. It includes the school 
that is improvised under a tree, but it goes beyond that. It includes the school 
xplosion, but is not compatible with the negligence and sabotage that prevent 
pupils from having reasonable conditions in which to study. It also includes the 
school where tired eyes concentrate on endless rows of letters that are slowly 


building the new times we are experiencing. 


But the revolution as a school is much more than the simple revelation of new 
knowledge. The Generalized Offensive Against Liberalism and Disorganization, 
launched about 10 months ago by comrade President Jose Eduardo dos Santos and 
headed since that time by an operational general staff composed of a few of the 
nation's highest leaders, has in fact been fulfilling the other calling of a true 
school--that of revealing new patterns of behavior. 








Its more than obvious successes, and other successes that are less obvious but pos- 
sibly even more far-reaching than the former, lead us to believe that that process 
of criticism and training is now an integral and irreplaceable part of the revolu- 
tionary process being guided and directed by the MPLA-Labor Party in the national 
territory. 


That is what explains, in a negative way, the resistance that is still making itself 
felt in the sectors most compromised in obstructing (if not sabotaging) national 
reconstruction. But it is on the basis of the weight of the past on people's men- 
talities that we must understand and combat the reaction being spread by those who 
agree with the offensive or even view it as the ultimate hope for overcoming the 
difficulties--some of them almost tragic--which confront our people. 


Their burning desire for change and their desire to see the structures renewed and 
purified and witness the "purging" of the "guilty" are so great that the offensive's 
ultimate meaning winds up being relegated to the background. The Party Politburo 


declared on the eve of 1 May 1981: "The offensive will be markedly political and 
correctional in nature--educational and not simply repressive." 


The irresponsibility, indiscipline, disorganization, and liberalism that prevail in 
so many sectors of national life cannot be overcome simply by replacing those who, 
in the eyes of the public, appear as criminals to be destroyed out of hand. 


While it is true that in many cases, that is precisely where the revolution starts, 
une revolutionary process has another content and another dynamic. And it is not 
at all a novelty that many times, some of those who oppose it the most or keep clear 
of it are the same ones who, once the errors have been clarified, turn out to be the 
most intransigent supporters of summary and intolerant justice. 


The revolution can triumph only with increasingly aware adherence by the people's 
masses to the correct line laid down by the MPLA-Labor Party as they carry out the 
actions most appropriate to each new stage and mentally grasp the profound educa- 
tional and formative content of the new values being forged daily. 


Comrade President Jose Eduardo dos Santos has said: "It is necessary more than ever 
to steadily raise the level of political and ideological awareness in party members 


and the people, to stimulate the creative initiative of the masses, and guide them 
toward solving the country's economic and social problems." That is the great pre- 


cept to be followed.

As is known, power outages create tremendous problems for the inhabitants and for 
the production sector. But breakdowns at individual locations can be considered 
just as serious if they are not repaired with the necessary speed. Unfortunately, 
not every enterprise that frequently has to cope with that situation has the same 
excellent possibilities that we do for alerting the appropriate authorities and 
publicly demanding an accounting. That being the case, their complaints wind up in 
the bottom drawer at this or that level of responsibility, the problems remain, and 
in the productivity reports from the production enterprises, the notation "due to 
power failure" has become a cliche--a sort of fated inevitability. 


We therefore take this opportunity to appeal to the appropriate authorities at the 
National Electricity Enterprise concerning the priorities which must be unequivo- 
cally established as far as repairs to the electricity network or to consumer in- 
stallations are concerned. It also seems obvious, however, that the emergency re- 
pair service must be beefed up and supported with better technical conditions, con- 
sidering the harm that has been frequently caused by its lack of efficiency. 


What happened at our newspaper last Sunday should not have happened, since the im- 
portance assigned to information by the party is well known. The constant electri- 
cal breakdowns in enterprises in the sector of production must be repaired with the 
greatest speed because of the problems such breakdowns cause in the productivity of 
those enterprises. Breakdowns in residential areas must also be repaired as quickly 
as possible because they cause innumerable difficulties for the consumer. 


The National Electricity Enterprise has the job of resolving those difficulties. 
And it must assume that responsibility within the framework of its limited means.

FEAR CAUSED BY SCHOOL INCIDENTS CONSIDERED UNJUSTIFIED

[Text] A beardless youth, who appears to be 15 years old, enters a school 
when classes are in session, gives a couple of yells and makes a tough face, 
imitating a scene learned superficially from films of violence seen every day 
in the capital's movies. A minute later, he is in front of the blackboard 
where, under the stupefied stares of teacher and pupils, he writes with the 
handwriting of an illiterate: "BLACK HAND STRIKES AGAIN" 


It was the second case of a similar pattern which occurred in the capital's 
schools in the past 2 or 3 days, but, from all appearances, there is no 
connection between the two. It is probably a prank in bad taste taken from 
one of the latest episodes of the popular Brazilian television serial where 
one of the characters, imbued with a certain type of South American delinquen- 
cy, amuses himself from the first to the last minute of the telecast by having 
honest citizens mugged in broad daylight. 


There was a panic at the school. Some of the children left the room screaming 
and the teacher was badly frightened, for the first case of this series of 
pranks in bad taste lasted a little longer, and her colleague had been 
seriously atfected. 


This time, however, everything turned out all right and the episode was limited 
to a very poor theatrical performance without serious consequences, for the 
impromptu actor was unable, due to absolute lack of talent, to give the action 
the necessary dramatic atmosphere. 


The scene ended without strip-tease display, as is normal in films for 
children 13 years of age. 


The teacher regained her composure and sounded the alarm so quickly that, once 
the first moments of fright had passed, everything ended with the usual denoue- 
ment of most of the films of cops and robbers: a valiant struggle, the arrival 
of the police and a future court trial of a punitive nature. 
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This is not the first time the Luanda schools have been the target of 
delinquent acts, for night break-ins to steal teaching material and other 
things of value have frequently been reported to the authorities. This time, 
some misfits, obviously inspired by the many films of violence shown daily 

in the capital's movies, and particularly in the aforementioned television 
episode, went further. 


What can cause these juvenile delinquents to imitate scenes observed in films? 
What strange lack of common sense attracts them so easily to these theatrical 
performances in broad daylight, when the obvious outcome is capture by the 
police and a settling otf accounts in court? 


There are answers, but probably found only in the sociological field. The 
phenomenon of juvenile delinquency is not limited to this or that society; it 
exists inseparably Linked to all developing societies, and its survival and 
acuteness require strict control measures. 


Customary lack of protection of schools, a fact recognizable by the increase 

in break-ins and other acts of vandalism which generally remain to be punished, 
is perhaps the main stimulus for these absurd scenes which certain misfits 
decide to copy from cops and robbers films. 


The unusual nature of these theatrical coups inevitably furnished the spice to 
be immediately converted into a public psychosis which undeniably frightens 
pupils and teachers, causes harm to the pedagogical atmosphere of the classroom 
and gives rise to a public wave of rumors which, by themselves, are a harmful 
and dangerous factor of political destabilization. 


Good-for-nothings and delinquents are obviously to be found in Luanda, and 
action by the police and security forces should be strongly devoted to their 
capture and suppression; but it is a difficult task to carry out from one day 
to the next; all the more so inasmuch as it will have to be effectively sup- 
ported by other far-reaching educational measures and measures for social 
recovery. 


But these theatrical assaults on schools are sporadic and inconsequential 
manifestations, the fruit of a momentary inspiration which was immediately 
detected, crushed and punished. 


Luanda's schools do not present a danger to anyone. Insisting on giving 
credit to the collective psychosis of the "black hand gang" is kveping alive 
a rumor which serves only to destabilize and harm the scholastic activities.

AUSTERITY IN FISHING SECTOR--Benguela--Fish and fish byproducts will have to 
observe a strict policy of financial austerity to use their resources more 
wisely, according to conclusions reached by the second plenary assembly of 

the National Union of Fishing and Its Byproducts [SNPD] and the sixth advisory 
council of that sector. In concluding the work sessions heid in Lobito, 
Fishing Minister Emilio Guerra recommended the urgent reparation of the ship- 
vards in Mocamedes and the implementation of the fishing converting industry. 
During the meeting it was learned that last year's catchwas only 56 percent 

of the forecast due to inadequate organization in both equipment and personnel. 
Nevertheless, the participants pointed out that despite the difficulties 

still plaguing this sector and the inefficient operation of conservation 
organizations, principally in the country's interior, the results of 1981] 

were better than those of 1980. It was also pointed out that there is a need 
to increase the cooperative spirit prevailing among smalltime fishermen and, 
consequently, improve conditions for those individuals. Among the partici- 
pants in the second plenary session of the SNPD and the sixth advisory council 
of the Ministry of Fishing were provincial representatives of that sector, 
national directors and heads of various departments of the Ministry of Fishing.

VENALITY AMONG LUBANGO WOMEN--On a number of occasions our newspaper, JORNAL 
DE ANGOLA, has reported in these columns about the present behavior of some of 
our young women. Not many people have to be reminded of the cases of Garina 
do Ship and Garinas. dos Chupas which clearly reflect the dismal behavior of 
some of the young women who, consciously or unconsciously, soil the image of 
our youth. However, I can affirm that this...(ideology or vice) has already 
spread to Huila Province and, specifically, to its capital, Lubango. A little 
more than a month ago, one of my friends complained that his girl friend had 
left him because, according to her, he gave her nothing; she said that he was 
a "deadbeat," that he did not go abroad where he could buy such things as 
costume jewelry, cigarettes, eyeglasses, tape recorders, canned beer, etc.; 
and to resolve this problem, "she joined up with a cooperant." Curiously, 
rumors are being spread around Lubango that marrying an Angolan man "is of 

no value," as they are liars. In fact, these young women are all students 
whose parents are expecting "great things from them."" Here in Lubango the 
"Angolan-ccoperant" girls are already giving themselves the luxury of staying 
overnight in the cooperant's homes. However, we are not presuming to meddle 
in the affairs of these poorly behaved young women, but rather, offer them 
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guidance so that our youth actually merit the prestige given them. Meanwhile, 
the city now has a nightclub. In terms of amusement, I believe that this 
social center is quite acceptable. But since the girls think that what is 
offered to the customers is not sufficient, why are cigarettes and tape 
recorders not found there?

TEACHERS LEAVING KUANDO KUBANGO--Education is a sector which has merited 
attention in Kuando Kubango Province. Provision for schooling has not been 
satisfactory due to a lack of teachers for the 9,891 pupils enrolled this 
school year in the first, second and third grades. To make matters worse, 10 
teachers recently left the province for "health reasons," and this is seriously 
affecting the number of available classes. Material conditions are also far 
from good. The schools are in a bad state of preservation, there is a shortage 
of desks and teaching material is in short supply. If the province had a 
regular transportation fleet, it would be possible to divert some of the 
material now in Benguela awaiting shipment, although, as already pointed out, 
shipment by highway is not always easy due to the state of war being imposed 
on us by South Africa for the sole purpose of destabilizing the People's 
Republic of Angola.

REPORT ON EXPANSION OF INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT 
Bujumbura LE RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in French 16 Jul 81 pp 1, 2

Sion of Bujumbura International Airport" 7 


/ Text_/ The extension work for Bujumbura international airport is present- 
ly being done. Of what does it consist, and what changes will it bring 
about? The director general of Transport, Postal Services, and Telecommun- 
ications, Venant Marekani, answered these questions. 


The arrival of large transport aircraft, sueh as the Boeing 747, DC 10, 

and Lockheed requires larger landing infrastructures than are currently 
available at Bujumbura International Airport. It is to meet this urgent 
need that vast construction work has been widertaken to lengthen and streng- 
then the runway, extend the parking facilities, and build a new terminal. 


The present 3,000-meter runway will be up to 3,600 meters when the work is 
completed. In addition, the former surface of the runway will be demol- 
ished and replaced by a new surface that will better tolerate the weight. 


As the cost of the work is very high, the government of Burundi turned to 
loans from the Central Fund for Economic Cooperation and the African Devel- 
opment BanK (ADB). The Central Fund for Economic Development will finance 
the runway lengthening and strengthening, while the African Development 
Bank and matching funds from Burundi out of the national investment budget 
will finance the construction of the new terminal. 


wnat will become of the airport and the terminal after the construction 
work? There will not be any remarkable ckanges, since the old concourse 
and baggage area will be used to extend the offices of the air services 
management department and the old freight office will be used as a recep- 
tion room. 


with regard to the organization of international air traffic during this 
operation, Mr Marexani indicated that except for closing the runway for 
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2 months, from 2 September to 24 November, to aircraft using a runway 
length in excess of 1,500 meters, which includes the CD&, the Boeing 707 
and 727, air service will be maintained as usual. 


Thus, for example, the Caraveile "Musongati," the Boeing 737, and the 
Focker will still be able to land. 


The National Airline Company would like to get a cargo aircraft rather than 
a passenger aircraft. But there are insufficient funds to buy it. However, 
with the agreement of its Zairian partners, Air Burundi is expecting to 
begin service on the Bujumbura-Bukavu and Bujumbura-Goma routes with its 

two Twin Otters. 


Operations will still ve maintained by the Air Services Administration, 
which can sub-lease hangars for airlines and other firms. 


In tne same connection, vy order of the ministry, a privately owned company 
has been formed, called the Burundian Airport Management Company, SOBUGEA, 
which will be responsivle for aircraft loading and unloading and warehouse 
management. 


In addition, the Air Services Aaministration woulda like to have more tor- 
eign companies use the airport. However, it is up against the adverse 
international economic situation. Indeed, most airlines are running at a 
loss. ‘They are more inclined to close their agencies in Africa. The re- 
quest to Swissair ana Lufthansa to operate a service to West Africa 
(Zimoabwe), using Bujumoura sirport as either an intermediate point or a 
terminus, has not received a favorable reply.

/ Text / On Thursday morning, the head of state, Col J. B. Bagaza, formally 
inaugurated the rice-growing area as well as the Nyamabere dam, in Mpanda 
parish in the province of Bubanza. 


When he arrived at 1000 hours, the president of the republic was greeted 
oy the governor of Bubanza, Aloys Ndenzako, and the administrator of Mpanda 
parish, and by a very large crowd cheering the head of state. 


In his special address, the head of state recalled the purpose of his visit 
to Nyamabere: to open the sluice-gate of the dam on the Musenyi river. 


Over tne last few years, the party and the government of Burundi have ex- 
pressed their. intention of giving the highest priority to agricultural de- 
velopment and increasing the output of foodstuffs. 


"We must therefore work hard," said the head of state, "to increase produc- 
tion, the only way to enable to Burundian people to get enough to eat and 
fight against poverty." 


Several factors affect soil fertility and consequently agricultural produc- 
tion, President Bagaza pointed out, but he asked the technicians and people 
of the plain to use all their skill and show enthusiasm in their work so 

as to overcome with courage all difficulties and ordeals in the hard fight 
with nature. 


He called upon them to help each other and support each other so as to 
achieve great success in the development of the national economy. 


The minister of Agriculture and Animal Husbandry, Etienne Baradandixanya, 
tnen gave a technical presentation on the Nyamabere project. 





Tne accomplishment of this project is indeed the real, tangible result of 
ettective, active cooperation between two friendly countries, the People's 
Democratic Republic of Korea and the Republic of Burundi. This cooperation 
implements the accord concluded on 18 January 1972 between the government 
of of Burundi and that of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea with 

the intention of strengthening the bonds of friendship between the two coun- 
tries, bonds that have been established in the common fight against imperi- 
alism, old and new. 


As a follow-up to this accord, a protocol on economic and technical cooper- 
ation between the governments of Burundi and Korea was signed in Bujumoura 
on 20 June 1974 for the realization of irrigation works by the Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea in the Republic of Burundi. 


For an immediate start of activities, a preliminary plan for irrigation of 
200 hectares of sugar-cane plantation in the Mosso plain was annexed to the 
protocol. 


A project site change was made with the full agreement of both governments, 
ana the thrust of Annex I of the protocol was modified. Nyamabere was desig- 
nated in June 1977 as the best site for the project: development of a 200- 
hectare rice-paddy. Plans were very quickly converted into solid achieve- 
menvs. 


A year later, a task-force of Korean experts arrived at Bujumbura to work 
on the technical aspects of the project. At the work site, all did not go 
as hoped. Numerous problems were to arise and try the patience of the Kor- 
ean cooperants. 


Administratively, the Korean experts had three partners; the Rural Engineer- 
ing Department, the National Hydrometeorological Center, recently absorbed 
into the Geographic Institute of Burundi, and the Agricultural Mechanization 
Office. 


The project for development of 200 hectares of rice paddies at Nyamabere that 
has just been realized with the assistance of the Democratic People's Repub- 
lic of Korea fails within the framework of the Colombus Motor Study propos- 
als. It may be considered as a pilot project for the East Mpanda area. 


The oojectives of the Nyamabere project fit in very well with the priority 
yoals of the first UPRONA / National Unity and Progress Party _. 7 national 
congress as concerns increasing production. 


The development in the Imbo plain will help 400 families to raise their 
output, with the goal of 690 tons of paddy and 200 tons of other intercalary 
irrigated food products. 


The development project is economically acceptable in its present state: 
estimated overall cost is 60,671,183 Burundian francs, or 303,360 Burundian 


francs per hectare.

[Excerpts] 1. Foreign Economic Context 


From this parliamentary approval [of the 1982 budget], it is particularly 
clear that the government budget is balanced in its revenues and expendi- 
tures to the tune of 453.5 billion CFA francs, for a 12-percent increase 

over the initial 1981 budget, which amounted to 404.5 billion CFA francs. 
(The 1981 budget actually turned out to be 427.1 billion CFA francs.) 


The first two parts of this study deal with the economic context in which 
the 1982 budget was prepared and with the main foreign and domestic con- 
straints. The last two parts will describe the operational aspects of this 
budget and will attempt to measure its short-term impact on the Gabonese 
economy. 


The economic context of the 1982 budget was inevitably determined by the 
effects of the 1981 international economic situation and the Gabonese 
economic situation, and also by international and national prospects for 
1982. 


Since Gabon is very much open to the outside world, the world economic 
situation automatically has repercussions on its economy. For instance, 
although the appreciation of the dollar vis-a-vis the CFA franc had a favor- 
able impact on government oil revenue, which increased by 32 percent over 
the initial revenue estimates, this rise in the dollar at the same time 
added to Gabon's foreign debt burden, which increased substantially because 
ilmost 50 percent of this debt is in dollars. 


Noreover, the slump in the intermational wood, manganese, and uranium markets 
iderably slowed the volume and value of our exports for these three 


primary products. 


irthermore, American monetary policy, which was reflected in interest 
rates ranging around 19 percent, quite naturally caused a reduction in 
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Gabon's cash holdings. The rates offered in Gabon (between 10 and 15 percent) 
were in fact less than those in Paris (20 percent), and time deposits, for 
instance, were irresistibly attracted abroad. 


There was also a danger that banks would run short of cash, compounded by 
their difficulties in finding refinancing abroad, since investments outside 
Gabon were using up all these finances. 


Finally, we should point out that the devaluation of the French franc in- 
creased the cost of imports outside the franc area (since importers had to 
pay more tor foreign exchange in dollars, marks, or yen). But the currency 
halances change’ only slightly, since parities between currencies in the 
EMS [European Monetary System] are fixed. 


To these extemal efrects. we must add factors stemming specitically from 


the Gabonese economy, although the latter are frequently the result of the 
tormer.

[Excerpt] LI. Domestic Economic Context 


On the basis of preliminary data for last year, it appears that the economic 
totals developed significantly from three standpoints. 


From the economic standpoint, consumption increased overall by 15.2 percent, 
from 361 billion CFAF in 1980 to 416 billion CFAF in 1981. It grew at a 
faster pace in the public sector (+25.3 percent) than in the private sector 
(+11.1 percent). 


Investments increased sharply to nearly 303 billion CFAF, a 43-percent in- 
crease over 1980. They can be broken down as follows: 166 billion (i.e., 
+35 percent over 1980) for private investment, and 136.6 billion for public 
investment, net of subsidies, loans, and capital shares. We should mention 
that the percentage of productive investment out of total investments grew 
by 57 percent in 1981, as against 54 percent in 1980. 


The foreign trade balance declined by 18 percent, going from 227.4 billion 
in 1980 to 185.9 billion in 1981. This reduction is attributable mainly 
to imports of goods (+24 percent) and purchases of services (42 percent). 


The principal economic indicators show that the economy will progress in 
the same way as in 1981, since prices and wages have remianed nearly stable 
with a slight improvement in the employment situation. The number of job 
openings has improved considerably. 


These various trends confirm that the upturn that began in 1980 is gaining 
force, but not in a balanced way, since it involves essentially the oil 
sector. This improvement has enabled the gross domestic produce (GDP) to 
grow by almost 12 percent, from 831.5 billion in 1980 to 928 billion in 
1981. The other sectors, however--including public works and construction-- 
have been very slow to show any improvement. 
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From a monetary standpoint, the situation in Gabon has shown clear signs 

of substantial progress. Credit to the economy has increased from 125.9 
billion CFA frances to 153.7 billion, i.e., an increase of 27 percent. 
Moreover, the Central Bank's cash situation has improved, since credit to 
the government decreased from 38.4 billion in December 1980 to 29.4 billion 
in December 1981]. 


Gabon's replenishment of foreign assets accelerated, reaching 48.5 billion 
in June 1981 as against 26 billion in December 1980. However, the develop- 
ment of long-term savings is still weak, hampered by wage considerations 
and the fact that the quasi-money/credit cover rate fluctuates too much. 


From a tinancial standpoint, the situation has clearly improved, a logical 
result of the economic and financial recovery policy designed and imple- 
mented by the government since 1978. The following results show the extent 
ot the improvement. 


Public finance has continued to show substantial improvement, the result 

of holding government spending to the limits set by the budget and of the 
unexpected improvement in government oil revenues (+12.3 billion CFA francs), 
stemming from the appreciation of the exchange rate for the dollar. 


The outstanding public debt was further reduced from its 1980 level. How- 
ever, the burden of the debt service is still heavy, since it accounted for 
36.3 percent of government spending in 1981, compared to 38.3 percent in 
1980. 


The balance of payments, in deficit to the tune of nearly 45 billion in 1977, 
has shown a surplus since 1979, with a maximum of 20.8 billion CFA francs 

in 1980. In 1981, the balance was forecast to be +16.3 billion. There 

is, however, one item of concern-~namely, the constant deficit in the balance 
of short-term capital, in quest of higher rates of return abroad. 


These three factors combined enable us to say that the Gabonese economy con- 
tinued to improve in 1981, despite a rather unfavorable and uncertain world 
economic outlook for 1982. This disorder caused the bases of the Gabonese 
economy to become particularly fragile; and so, consequently, have the 

hases of the 1982 budget.

[Excerpts] III. Impact on the Economy 


Budget appropriations, explain officials at the Ministry of Economy and 
Finance, strictly follow the principles contained in the economic and 
financial recovery plan. 


[he principles outlined in this reconstruction program are the following: 
control over goverment expenditures so as to prevent the economy from 
again overheating as a result of pressure on domestic demand; retention 

of operating expenses at a level compatible with non-oil revenue; increase 
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in government investment in productive sectors; maximum mobilization of the 
country's domestic resources; and, finally, reduction of the country's 
external debt. 


The overall balance [in the budget] is based on the fact that total expendi- 
tures equal total revenue, to which is added only financing (on especially 
tavorable terms) for specific projects outlined in the plan. It excludes 
any recourse to financial credits on the intermational market. Therefore, 
revenues and expenditures are balanced at 453.5 billion CFAF. 


The increase in the 1982 general budget over the initial 1981 budget (appro- 
priations bill) is 12 percent. However, its rate of growth is slower in 
comparison with the budget actually realized in 1981, which closed at 427.1 
billion. 


The 12-percent rate represents the contrasted development of operating and 
investment expenditures, which increase by 12 and 35.4 percent, repsectively, 
and the debt service, which decreases by about 11 percent. 


Revenue increases by 12 percent over the 1981 figure, primarily as a result 
of the increase in non-oil revenue (+16.2 percent). Even though the growth 
of government revenues in 1982 is not a matter of great concern--with the 
exception of the low elasticity of the tax system--the same is not true of 
expenditures, and especially operating expenditures. The trend observed 
since 1978 gives cause for concern, as illustrated by the following figures: 


-Balance: +85 percent (it went from 31 to 57.1 billion between 1980 and 
1981; 


~Personnel expenditures: +72 percent (from 11.6 to 19.9 billion) ; 


-Expenses for electricity, telephone and travel: +124 percent (from 62 
to 139 billion; 


-Other expenditures: +59 percent (from 30.6 to 48.7 billion). 


[t the same rates were applied to 1981 expenditures, by 1984 the operating 
budget would be 238.7 billion and by 1985 around 284 billion. Taking into 
account oil estimates, revenues are not expected to be more than 465 bil- 
lion in 1984 and 500 billion in 1985. 


With the public debt burden estimated at 80 billion, there would be 14/7 
billion left for development in 1984 and 136 billion in 1985, or 23 percent, 
in current francs, less than in the 1982 budget. 


This situation must be corrected, especially since oil production prospects 
beyond 1983 are very uncertain. The slightest decline in production would 
have a disastrous effect on investment possibilities. 


Because of this, the 1982 appropriations bill has a series of provisions 
that must be observed for a balanced budget, as the persons who prepared 
it stress. These provisions involve personnel expenditures (recruitment, 
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appointment, and promotion procedures) and ordinary expenditures (officials' 
housing, administrative leases, official travel, and water, eiectricity, 
and telephone costs not allowed). 


As for investment expenditures, we should point out that they are exception- 
ally high (183 billion, including a 24 billion carryover) and their distri- 
bution by sectors has improved. 


For instance, productive sectors receive more than 20 percent of the resources, 
as compared to 13 percent in 1980 and 19 percent in 1981. Among these 

sectors, agriculture's share has increased (+8 percent) and investments in 
water and electricity have increased by 9 percent. 


Infrastructure consumes nearly half of investment expenditures, or 43 per- 
cent for the Transgabonais and 19 percent for roads. In addition, social 
and community investments take up 16 percent; they include national edu- 
cation and government-provided housing. 


However, government capital investments have seen their relative share 
reduced by nearly 10 percent, following a con dderable effort made in 1980- 
81 (18 percent).

[Excerpts] IV. Balance and Prospects 
Overall Balance 


As in 1981, exports are no longer the driving force of the economy as they 
were before. In 1982, imports and investments will take over. Exports show 
a slight decline, and the slackened growth of the GDP can be explained by 
the decrease in the added value of oil production (-8 percent). 


Impact on the Economy 


Since the 1982 budget was drawn up in strict observance of the internal 
balance of the Gabonese economy, it has fewer damaging effects for the 
current year. To the contrary, it will contribute to the economic upswing 
and help to drive the economy forward, as follows: increased investments 

in social and community and productive sectors, and in basic infrastructure; 
a reduction in the government debt; less of a risk of depression by keeping 
up the pace of investments in current francs, etc. It is hoped that all 


t 
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these efforts will ensure us success in preparing for the post-oil era. 
Prospects for Gabon 


Gabonese economy will still be marked by the predominance of oil. It 
will inevitably remain very dependent on movements of the American dollar 
in 1982. At present, the 1982 appropriations bill is based on a dollar 
rate of 275 CFA francs. Thus, production estimated at 7.3 million tons 
will generate 64 percent of govemment budget revenues and will account 
for 45 percent of the GDP, which is expected to grow by a bare 2 percent. 





There is therefore a danger that growth will slacken in 1982, even if a 
relatively low increase in consumption (12 percent as compared to 16 per- 
cent in 1981) and investment (11 percent as against 45 percert in 1981) 
is forecast. 


This expected slowdown can be explained by the fact that, aside from oil 

(for which the value added will decline by 8 percent in 1982) and the govern- 
ment, the Gabonese economy is still made up of sectors that are very dependent 
on a relatively unfavorable world economic situation and that determine to 

a large degree the development of the economy (mining, forestry, timber 
processing, cash crops). 


This economy is also made up of sectors that rely on oil and government 
expenditures for their prosperity and that are subject to seasonal varia- 
tions (trade, the hotel industry, services, construction and public works, 
cement, transportation, etc.), and finally of a few independent productive 
sectors that must constantly support the economy's growth.

SERIOUS POLITICAL REORIENTATION SEEN NEEDED FOR GBC

[Text] The new Girectors of Ghana Broadcasting Corporation have a hard battle 
ahead of them trying to bring its radio and television programmes into align- 
ment with the revolutionary realities of the day. 


It will be a hard battle because to remove the alien influences that have made 
GBC-TV so negative in several respects, it is not enough simply to change the 
sources of supply of, say, television films, or simply replace reactionary 
films with progressive ones. 


The battle will be hard mainly because a seriovs political re-orientation is 
required for people occupying some vital positions at GBC. 


The most notable problems at GBC-TV concern the presentation of foreign news 
on radio, and the large number of unhelpful special films shown on television. 


Some people have made GBC Radio-TV programmes their own property to the extent 
that invitation to artistes to appear on TV shows, for instance, are made ac- 
cording to personal hatred on friendship, and not according to merit. 


It is no secret, for example, that a musical genius like Ghanaba (former Guy 
Warren) has been for so long prevented from ever appearing on television be- 
cause he criticized certain TV people who richly deserved the criticism. 


To reduce the services of a nation's TV to the level of petty personal jeal- 
ousies is unheard of in any civilized society; only people with a complex do 
that kind of thing. 


Shortcomings 
And what is the meaning of so many foreign films of violence which Ghanaian 


children are treated to? Is it because such dangerous films are sent cheap 
or free? 
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In pointing out these shortcomings, one is not presuming to tell the GBC au- 
thorities what they should do. We are pointing out the faults as a sign of 
support for the new directors' indicated desire to bring a sense of correct 
direction to the place. 


Radio and TV have the frontline duty of carrying the people's revolution 
through the country, so we cannot afford to see them still playing their old 
negative role of cultural alienation of the society. 


The TV show people who put on those funny dresses and speak in those funny 
ways, and the GBC-2 disc jockeys who seem to be ashamed to speak like Ghana- 
ians but rather speak like aliens--all of them must be made to change or 
resign. 


The Secretary for Culture and Tourism has stated that ‘alien’ music will be 
banned from Radio-TV. This is good, because it means that the progressive 
directors of GBC can count on effective support for their clean-up campaign. 


We must say that since the revolution came, GBC-l has been generally doing a 
good job. The various local language programmes have been carrying out an 
impressive revolution education of the rural folk. 


GBC is a vital organ of the revolution. No less. Kwame Karikari and his new 
team must push everyone along that path, and those who don't march would fall 
out.

MISSIONARIES 'FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE AGENTS'--Mr Asiedu Yirenkyi, PNDC Secretary 
for Culture and Tourism, has called on the Christian Council of Ghana to en- 
sure that member churches no longer bring foreign missionaries into the coun- 
try. Speaking at a seminar organized by his Ministry for leaders of choral 
groups and church choirs in Accra yesterday. Mr Yirenkyi said the country al- 
ready had many of such missionaries who had failed to help change the society 
and there was, therefore, no need for any more to be invited here. "What most 
of these missionaries do is only to operate as agents of foreign intelligence 
organizations,” the Secretary said. He stressed that although Ghana believed 
in freedom of worship, the time had now come for a critical examination of the 
role of most of the Christian sects in the country to ensure that they operate 
within the confines of the law. On the performance of musicians in the coun- 
try. Mr Yirenkyi said they had failed to compose patriotic songs that could 
inspire the people to take up the struggle for national salvation. He made 

it clear that the time when Ghanaians went in for foreign culture was over. 
The time had come for Ghanaians to appreciate their own cultural values be- 
cause any nation that failed to learn to appreciate its own culture would be- 
come a servant of alien cultures, he stressed. Mr Yirenkyi, therefore, called 
on the musicians to ensure that their compositions reflected the cultural val- 
ues of the nation.

CABRAL FALL REPORTEDLY LINKED TO ARMY DISSATISFACTION

/ Text / Major Pedro xainos, the People's Revolutionary Armed Forces / FARP/ 
delegate, appeared at the African Independence Party of Guinea-s8issau and 
Cape Verde's congress in Bissau to assure the PAIGC of FARP's fidelity to 
that party: FARP units played the principal role in former president Luiz 
Cabral's overthrow, and seven ot the nine members of the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil which replaced nim as head of state are military personnel. What hap- 
pened on 14 November was an incident of the people, and the FARP had merely 
contributed its physical weight to it, stated Major Ramos to the PAIGC 
congress. The FARP will never be against the PAIGC, but would, on the con- 
trary, constinue to constitute the uniformed activists of the party, he 
added. The FARP, at the time rather fewer than 10,000, held the Portuguese 
army at bay during the war of independence, as a result, in particular, of 
having more and more sophisticated arms, including missiles. When the war 
was over, in 1974, this army continued to be the army of the PAIGC -- which 
was at the time in control of both independent republics, Guinea-Bissau and 
Cape Verde, desiring to form a wnion, and not the army of the governments 
of those states. The end of the conflict brought the FARP face to face 
with the problems that always confront an underground army called upon to 
convert into a peace-time, modern, regular army: pay problems, problems 

or resettlement into social life of those demobilized, as well as assuring 
them of priority in certain jobs, eas well as getting cooperatives for form- 
er guerrillas to operate properly. Literacy courses, education courses, 
and professional training courses, and a physical rehabilitation center 
were set up. One of the most complicated problems to solve was how to 
award ranks. Only one officer rank existed during the war: major. After 
the conflict, three echelons were creatéd: major, first major, and brigade 
major. This issue, together with other causes of discontent, was somewhat 
prejudicial for Mr Cabral. Finally, the new regime tried to strengthen the 
links between the party and the armed forces, so as to avoid a recurrence 
of the disagreements that led to the events of 14 November. Major Vieira 
therefore stated that the political education of FARP personnel would be 
more thorough, while the existence of PAIGC grass-roots committees within 
the armed forces has become widespread

year a national conference of the FARP has been held, and their delegates 
represent 17.2 percent of the PAIGC congress members.

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE SEEN IN NEED OF ASSISTANCE

[Interview with Costa Campos Company Manager Jose Luis da Conceicao: "National Bank 
Increases Aid" ] 


[Text] "The difficulties which the country is experiencing were 
reflected in the retention of company personnel, with the ex- 
ception of two or three officials who left out of their own 
free will. We paid the installments and the taxes that were 
due. The aid which the BNG [National Bank of Guinea-Bissau ] 
has been giving to small importers down through the years must 
be increased," said Costa Campos Company Manager Jose Luis da 
Conceicao. The Costa Compos Company has "an appreciable volume 
of stock" but only "the mini-market sector is stronger" at this 
time and to expand all of the company's sectors, everything 
depends on economic factors "and on the government's out look 
regarding the participation of private enterprises," the manager 
said. Our report, based on a conversation with the manager of 
the Costa Compos Company took up various aspects. The answers 
to the questions came promptly but, as is obvious, we were not 
given specific clarification concerning certain economic and 
financial aspects. 


The company is operating a mini-market, a wholesale warehouse, a stove and re- 
frigerator repair shop, a miscellaneous items stand, and the travel agency sector. 
The lack of spare parts has reduced the work capacity of the stove and refrigera- 
tor repair shop. The "stand,'' which was selling glassware and electric house- 
hold appliances, is empty. On the other hand, the travel agency has operated well 
and "is supported by various ministries," according to Jose Luis da Conceicao. Th 
agency, which works with the airline companies (TAP [Portuguese Air Transport], 
Air Algerie, Pan American, and Air France) in 1980 handled 2,300 passengers with 
about 16 million pesos “he agency received a commission of between 6 and 8 per- 
cent from the airline companies. Manager Jose Luis da Conceipcao noted that "the 
agency's expenditures for telegrams and telex are taken care of with these per- 
centages." On the other hand, most of the passengers who used the agency are 
flying TAP and Pan American. 
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Concerning the situation of the workers, we found that social-cultural initiatives 
have been paralyzed. 'We had a soccer team and a handball team," Jose Luis da 
Conceicao told us. Right now, the company only has a dining room for the workers. 


Most of the 30 employees working for the company are unionized and are covered by 
insurance. Between Christmas and New Year's, the employees get a 50-percent periodic 
bonus and at the end of the fiscal year, at the end of March or April, they get a 
5O0-percent gift. 


The position of private managers in the context of the entire problem complex in- 
volved in national reconstruction and the area which private enterprises must fill 
produced the following answer from the Costa Campos Company manager: "Private 
commerce can help in national reconstruction by helping to eliminate unemployment 
and by assisting in the distribution of products, thus preventing the long lines 
from developing. To enable the private enterprises to get started, it is obvious 
that they must have a volume of trade which will enable them to meet all obliga- 
tions, particularly regarding the payment of wages and taxes. We therefore must 
have a broader apprcach toward imports and a more efficient distribution of con- 
sumer products through SOCOMIN and the warehouses of the people."

USSR SHIPS' VISIT--A subchaser, named "Grande Sovietica," of the USSR Navy, paid 
a 24-hour visit to the country on 10 February. During the stay of that Soviet 
Navy unit in our port, a gcvernment delegation, headed by lst Cmdr Manuel Saturnino 
da Costa, of the varty"s Political Bureau, member, Revolutionary Council, and 
minister of the interior, boarded the vessel.

NATIONAL COUNCIL DECISIONS ON STUDENT, TEACHER UNREST 
Statement by President of the Republic 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 3 Mar 82 pp 13, 16 


[Report on speech by President Felix Houphouet-Boigny at a National Council meeting 
in Abidjan on 2 March 1982] 


[Text] Ladies and gentlemen, the Political Bureau has asked me to express our sat- 
isfaction and especially to congratulate the authors of the various reports on the 

quality of their content. The relevance of their observations, their high sense of 
duty, and above all their exalted sense of responsibility have greatly facilitated 

our work. And the fruit of our reflections is the fruit of the very complete range 
of information supplied to us by the presenters of those reports. 


Since it is a question of the larger family of the PDCI-RDA [Democratic Party of 
Ivory Coast-African Democratic Rally], everything is being discussed within the 
framework of that great party, even as regards those who do not recognize that move- 
ment for the salvation of us all--that movement which led the country to political 
independence and which intends, on its own, to lead our country to real independ- 
ence, meaning economic independence. 


Two reports in particular engaged our attention: the very complete report by the 
prefects and subprefects, who with a great sense of responsibility set forth every- 
thing that must be avoided so that this country's children can come together in 
that union and fraternity without which we cannot progress; and the report by the 
secretaries general, who with a style of their own, but in the same pursuit of 
reconciliation, made an appeal to us. In the face of this problem of a rift which 
will imperil our organization if it is not solved, we have decided to call a spe- 
‘Lal meeting that will include the prefects and subprefects--who are members like 
everyone else of our organization but who are also responsible for representing th- 
government at every level in Ivory Coast's interior--and the elected officials, 
secretaries general, and deputies. 


will call them here for a meeting as soon as possible so that we can seek recon- 

liation by preventing, denouncing, and condemning points of disagreement. We 
will not leave this room without reconciliation and the specific commitment to 

lp each other in achieving the common goal, which is this country's happiness in 
peace and solidarity. 
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We All Depend on the Party 


That being said, we must also say that sparing the rod means spoiling the child. 

We are in one family, even though there are those who want to behave like the bird 
that gets angry with the tree. They are nevertheless obliged to come back to nest 
in the tree. In other words, no one is independent outside the framework of the 
party. It 1s possible to be independent of what is outside. But we all depend on 
the party, and therefore on Ivory Coast. And we must be aware of that responsibil- 
ity. 


The teachers--or rather, some teachers--mention labor union freedom in their tracts. 
That labor union freedom is part of our Constitution. There is not a single African 
country that respects labor union freedom as much as we do. Labor union freedom 
goes beyond that which exists in the field of higher education. It exists first of 
all within the framework of the UGTCI [General Union of Ivory Coast Workers], which 
comprises not 500 Ivorians but thousands of workers in their struggle for better 
development within the PDCI-RDA and thus in the higher interest of the country. 
Those workers also hold conferences and congresses to which, at their request, the 
government sends the minister of labor with greetings. And he then withdraws. 


After that, the workers are left alone to deliberate, elect their officers, and draw 
up their grievances. All of that takes place without the presence of the minister 
of labor or any other government representative. It is only at the conclusion-- 
after their grievances have been drawn up--that they come to submit the text of 
their demands to us. We agree to talk to them, as the children of a single family 
must be able to do. We show them what we may do now and what, because of the cur- 
rent situation, we may postpone, and even what we may reject. 


They have realized that there is a difference between the desirable and the possible. 
They have realized that the desirable necessarily depends on the possible. And 
thanks to their activities--thanks to their acute sense of the national interest-- 
Ivory Coast has been able to experience a climate of peace and serenity that is the 
prerequisite for development. The development we are experiencing in our country 

is relative, of course, but it is the envy of certain other countries. 


In Ivory Coast we have the Primary Teachers Union, the Secondary Teachers Union, 
and the Union of Teachers in Higher Education. Despite that, they talk about the 
absence of labor union freedom. When the teachers in higher education established 
their union, did they ask the government's permission? Do they hold their meetings 
with government permission? When they met to decide whether to go on strike, did 
they think even for an instant of asking our permission? In countries that are 
much more advanced--in old countries such as Poland--things happen differently. 
There they have to go on strike to obtain the right to strike, a right that we have 
recognized since as far back as the colonial period. 


But they are not the only ones. Regardless of the importance we attach to educa- 
sn, which occupies a prime spot in our hearts and minds because of what it repre- 

sents for the future and which constitutes Ivory Coast's assurance in its ardent 

desire for progress, it must ke recognized that the teachers--notably those in 


higher education--are not the only ones. 
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People's Scorn 


I could also mention the National Transportation Workers Union of Ivory Coast. The 
transportation workers are Ivorians, and their union functions in complete independ- 
ence. There is even something that you may not be aware of: there is a bakers 

union which has 300 members. And I received that union's members, some of whom are 
so-called hardliners (they exist just about everywhere) three times before they 
could agree among themselves. So we do respect labor union freedom. 


But it happens that there is serious confusion in the minds of some of our teachers 
in higher education. They confuse freedom with the license of freedom, which would 
make them a state within the state of Ivory Coast. And that is out of the question. 


We must congratulate--and in fact I have never doubted their feelings--we must con- 
gratulate warmly, I say, all of the Ivorian people, and not just the population of 
Abidjan, on the scorn with which they have greeted the tracts put out by these ap- 
prentice sorcerers. 


That being said, you have all been unanimous in requesting our leniency. You have 
iddressed yourselves not only to the president of the republic and head of the party 
but also to the father--the father of the family: the father of the great Ivorian 
family. That appeal has not been in vain. We have decided to reopen the university 
and the institutes. The young people must return to their classes by Thursday 
morning at the latest. Considering that they have already lost a month because of 
the strike--a strike they did not want--having 18,000 students sign the commitment 
could mean losing a lot more time. So they will resume their classes, and when 

the new school year begins, those being admitted to the university at that time and 
those still there will sign the commitment. 


say, and I repeat, that the young people are not responsible for the strike. We 

1 not have closed the university if the teachers in higher education had not 
cided to call an illegal strike. How could we keep our young people in class 
when the teachers refused to teach them? It was for that reason, and also to pre- 
vent disturbances, that we closed the university in self-defense. Therefore, since 
they are not responsible for the strike, the young people will return to their 
studies. As far as scholarships are concerned, we have decided--since these are 
i\ldren, they are not responsible for the strike, and they were forced to go 
on strike--that they will receive their scholarships. 


Now let us consider the case of our teachers in higher education. I say, and I re- 
peat it again, that I am distressed, and very distressed, but not discouraged-- 
because discouragement has never inhabited us and never will--to note not only the 
ingratitude, which is human--they owe nothing to their brother, they owe nothing to 
Houphouet-Boigny, but to the country--but the hostility shown toward us and our 
movement by some of them, They are the ones who are really responsible. It is an 
active minority that is responsible for the events we are experiencing. 


To better illustrate the truth of that statement to the members 
of the august enlarged National Council, the party chairman, as 
i well-informed statesman who has a healthy appreciation of the 
realities in this situation, went on to describe in minute detail 











the origin of the recent events at the National University of 
Ivory Coast. Those events date back in fact to last year and 
the famous march on the Hotel Ivoire that was organized by a 
tiny group of troublemakers following cancellation of a sched- 
uled lecture at the university by Rene Dumont, the ecologist 
and specialist on the Third World. 


It is unnecessary to recall once again that Dumont, the author 

of a very famous work entitled "Africa Got Off to a Bad Start," 
had acknowledged during a meeting with the chief of state that 
while his statements in 1960 remained valid for a number of 
African countries 20 years later, Ivory Coast--our country-- 

is and will remain the exception that proves the rule. To put 

it plainly, Dumont had said to President Felix Houphouet-Boigny 
that "Ivory Coast is on the right path"--the path of progress 

and economic and social development. It is therefore easy to 

see why government authorities were embarrassed when the stu- 
dents requested a lecture at the university by Rene Dumont on 

the topic developed in his book, since that would have amounted 
chiefly to pillorying the policies and paths to development 
chosen by neighboring and brother countries. This explains the 
cancellation of that lecture, a situation that has been exploited 
by certain teachers--and always the same ones. ’ 


The chief of state explained once again in detail before the 
National Council the reasons why the debate that was to have 
taken place between Zadi and Bechio could not be held: it was 
the fault of a few subversive agitators with unavowed inten- 
tions who were exploiting the overflowing enthusiasm of the 
students in order to achieve their own evil purposes. 


The party chairman also brought up the Gbagbo Laurent affair 
and provided the National Council with more information on that 
incident, which was also exploited by those thinking that Ivory 
Coast is ripe for destabilization. 


But first, the chief of state mentioned the student march on 
the newspaper FRATERNITE=-MATIN last 5 February. Again, that 
march was organized by an active minority following the publi- 
cation of an article bringing to light the deceptions and 
cheating engaged in by some students. 


The party chairman explained to the National Council's members 
that all those apparently isolated events are the links in a 
long chain constructed by professional manipulators from abroad 
who are helped in their miserable work by a minority of Ivorian 
teachers. 





Considering that long and overwhelming dossier, harsh measures 
were expected along the lines of those recommended by the party's 
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rank and file and the secretaries general of the branches. But 
the chief of state was more receptive to the appeals for leniency 
that had been coming in from all directions for days through the 
country's various media. That is why he did not adopt any re- 
strictive measures against the teachers, Because President 
Houphouet-Boigny knows that the troublemakers, who have never 
gone back to their villages--some have not done so since their 
return from Europe--are completely ignorant of anything having 

to do with Ivory Coast's interior and of the people's deep at- 
tachment to the ideals of the liberating movement, the PDCI-RDA, 
and its founder, the father of the African Farmers Union. Will 
the lesson in good citizenship provided by workers in the private 
sector, government employees and even the unemployed, and also by 
the working masses in the Ivorian countryside be enough to make 
the agitators realize the futility of their destabilizing actions? 


As far as the recent incidents at the university are concerned, 
President Houphouet-Boigny has chosen in every case to show for- 
giveness and leniency so that the wayward sons will resume, be- 
ginning now, the place that is theirs in the normal functioning 
of our educational system. Let us follow here the concluding 
remarks by the chief of state. 


Respond With Love and Solidarity 


The teachers, who are so familiar with union rights, know that any illegal strike 
brings with it a suspension of pay. But here we have the larger family, and we must 
consider their wives, who do not know what is happening and who notice overnight 
that those men who used to earn as much as, 750,000 or even 800,000 CFA francs with 
furnished quarters are suddenly coming home from the bank at the end of the month 
without a cent. 


The entire family will suffer as a result. Let us not forget that these are broth- 
ers and sisters. They have made a mistake just now. But the majority did not go 
along with the movement. The silent majority did not want this strike. It simply 
did not have the courage to break ranks. So we cannot hold it responsible. That 
is why, considering that we do not want to make the silent majority suffer for the 
excesses of a minority, and because I take a stand for fraternity and for the larger 
family in which we can find solutions of the heart, if not of reason, I have de- 
ided to restore their salaries. 


We want to respond to their insolence and to their call for rioting, which was re- 
jected by the people, with love and with what unites us: solidarity and fraternity. 
It is in the name of fraternity that I have decided to restore their salaries. 


The young people will return to their classes beginning on Thursday. I order all 
the teachers in higher education to be at their posts on Thursday. I am not making 
1 threat. But no one can escape the discipline which is the foundation of our 
organization--a freely accepted discipline--and the teachers in higher education

cannot escape it. In the name of the country and in the name of the party, I order 
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all teachers, without any exceptions whatever, to return to their classes on Thurs- 
day morning. 


Those are the decisions we have reached after close consideration and after hearing 
what you had to say. 


IT will add that the decision to suppress the SYNARES [African Union for Research and 
Higher Education] remains in effect. But the threat that has been and is still be- 
ing bandied about--"if you don't do this, we will do that"--cannot intimidate any- 
one. No one is absolutely indispensable; we are all servants of the state. 


The young people must devote themselves completely to their studies and not let 
themselves be distracted by those who have established clubs for the sole purpose 
of engaging in politics. To insure that, we are suppressing all clubs at the uni- 
versity level. The student newspaper CAMPUS-INFO is suppressed for the time being. 
Our young people must work first of all. No lectures of a political nature will be 
author: zed on campus. 

All these measures Just adopted by us--the leniency you have requested--certainly 
go beyond the expectations some ot you had, since you did not expect so much from 
us. But they are due to our sole 


‘oncern to serve Ivory Coast's general interest 
in the peace of hearts and minds, in love and fraternity. And it is in the name of 
that fraternity that pending my meeting with the secretaries general, prefects, and 
subprefects, I adjourn this meeting, 


Long live fraternity among Ivorians!

Some Clarifications 


However, in the higher interest of the country, and having noted that the current 
agitation is the work of a minority of teachers and a minute number of students 
whose natural generous feelings have been exploited, the various speakers requested 
that the measures to be adopted not penaiize the great majority of the teachers and 
the students as a whole, who out of a concern for the country's future did not go 
along with the movement. 


As a consequence of the above, important decisions were made. To insure proper un- 
derstanding, and because the tiny group of agitators saw fit to inundate the country 
with tracts--the weapon of cowards--in which they called on the people to riot 
(counting on the effects of the worldwide crisis, which is sparing no country, to 
work in their favor), the party is concerned to make a few clarifications. 


The detractors of Ivory Coast's higher interests have claimed that labor union free- 
dom does not exist in our country. 


The UGTCI, the Transportation Workers Union, and even some teachers unions can vouch 
for the untruth of such a statement. Each of those unions holds its general meet- 
ings, symposiums, colloquiums, seminars, and other congresses with no intervention 
by the state in one way or another to rule on the appropriateness of the meeting or 
to influence its outcome. 


The same enemies of our country have claimed that the right to information and com- 
munication is denied students and teachers. 


The question to be answered is this: what information and what communication are 
they talking about? 


Tt will be recalled that in issuing their strike call, the students said they were 
demanding the right to information and free communication. 


It has already been said, but it is probably worth repeating, that the right in 
question has always been assured and guaranteed for Ivory Coast's students. And 
the examples given in the tracts do nothing to invalidate our assertion. 


For example, the government is reproached for having banned a lecture that Rene 
Dumont, author of the book "Black Africa Got Off to a Bad Start," was to have de- 
livered on the university campus. But what is not said is that the same author 
had already delivered a lecture on the same subject at the Hotel Ivoire's Confer- 
ence Hall and that the students and teachers were quite free to attend. And they 
‘ould then have participated in the debates that followed and questioned the lec- 
turer on the observations and reasons that finally led him to say, in substance, 
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that while "black Africa got off to a bad start," the same was not true of Ivory 


Deliberate Intention To Destroy 


That being so, what new information was to be expected from the lecture on campus? 
And would it be appropriate for the Ivorian Government to allow the experiences of 
neighboring or brother countries to be questioned on university premises that it 
controls, considering that the government and its head have constantly affirmed 
their respect for the reasons and options of others? 


The authors of the tracts also claimed that the right to information and communica- 
tion was disregarded because the lecture scheduled for the City Theater was banned. 
hat ban has already been amply justified. However, to insure that our members are 
better informed, it is perhaps worthwhile to recall the circumstances that led the 

authorities to ban that lecture both on the university campus and at the City 


It will be recalled that on the occasion of the debate on the topic "Can there be 
democracy in a Single-party regime?", neither the main speaker nor the man who was 

lim really got into the debate. The main speaker had scarcely spoken 
three words before the students began throwing stones, breaking windows, and seri- 
ously damaging the lecture hall where the debate was supposed to take place. 


ither the content of the lecture nor the tone of the debate could have provoked 
Such a reaction on the part of the "agitators." Instead, it was their deliberate 


hat same deliberate intention to destroy and vandalize was what inspired the 200 
students who tried to march on the offices of FRATERNITE-MATIN following the publi- 
‘ation of an article unfavorable to them. Fortunately, the progress of that march 


was stopped by the police. 


hat same intention to destroy would certainly have emerged and caused havoc at the 
‘ity Theater if the second lecture had been allowed to take place there. 


igain, therefore, the party and government fully assumed their responsibilities 
y opposing the holding of that lecture. 


As for the absence of communication, which an attempt was made to blame on the au- 
thorities, it is indispensable to provide the following details and clarifications. 


We stated in our previous communique that the teachers were associated with the 
rch for solutions to the problems facing the Ivorian nation, especially problems 
ymnncerning the future of our young people. A few teachers--always the same ones, 
incidentally--dispute the existence of that will for openness on the part of our 
llers. And it 1S precisely the same teachers--a minority, but an active one--who 
reject cooperation between themselves and the party. 











University Closing Is Their Fault 


[It will be recalled that it was decided at the Seventh PDCI-RDA Congress to estab- 
lish three major committees to be responsible within the party for studying all the 
problems and making suggestions to the political and government entities. The Edu- 
cation Committee was to have 50 members. The teachers were called on to nominate 

50 people, through their various unions or with the assistance of the latter, for 
that committee. To date, the response from the teachers has not reached us despite 
repeated followup. That state of things illustrates the spirit of obstructionism 
inspiring all those who, while pretending to be genuine members of our party, the 
PDCI-RDA, constantly undermine and undercut actions by the party and the government. 
Incidentally, that same spirit explains why the problems now being raised by that 
pernicious minority were not brought up at the proper time--that is, at the National 
Committee meeting of 16 November 1981, where it nevertheless was entitled to speak. 


Incidentally, in the first motion brought to the attention of the party leadership-- 
in which the general and unlimited strike was declared--no mention was ever made of 
the advance strike warning that was supposedly issued in October 1981. The support- 
ers of that unlimited strike later tried to justify their action on the basis of 
that supposed strike warning. But it has now been established that the strike warn- 
ing could not win approval by the majority of teachers and was therefore was set 
aside. Tt will also be noted that at the National Council meeting on 16 November 
1981, no reference was made by the teachers to’ that strike warning. So if dialogue 
is being obstructed, its obstruction can only be blamed on the handful of activist 
teachers. 


As a matter of fact, the very closing of the university is also to be blamed on them, 
This is not the first time that students have been taken to Akouedo as a result of 
agitation, but the university was never closed because of it. 


In previous years, some students have even lost their military deferment and have 
had to be inducted into the army to teach them better discipline. 


But what happened on 9 and 10 February 1982? While 1,034 students out of the 

18,000 at the university were arrested for demonstrating at the Chancellor's Office 
and taken to Akouedo and the party was considering what line of action to take, the 
SYNARES surprised everyone with its motion calling for a general and unlimited 
strike by the teachers in higher education. Was it possible at that point to leave 
( university open and allow students to go to classes without teachers? In deciding 
to close the university, the party was merely drawing the logical conclusions from 
the strike, which had been Ceclared unilaterally and withour prior negotiation by 
vory coast's teachers in higher education. 


It has also been claimed that two students died. That rumor is part of all the 
false reports smugly disseminated by those trying to destabilize our country. 


ur answer is that we have the list of the 1,034 students detained at the Chancel- 
lor's Office, where they had confined and were molesting the chancellor. Could

What is the real situation? 


While the crisis is international, it takes on special features in Ivory Coast. It 
has in fact been made worse by the sharp drop in prices for our basic products, which 
are coffee and cocoa. That drop in price itself is the result of shameless specula- 
tion by middlemen. One cannot actually speak of a crisis in coffee and cocoa on 

the basis of what the consumer is charged for a cup of coffee or a chocolate bar. 

On the contrary, the price goes up from year to year. That situation has caused us 
to lose over 1 trillion CFA francs in revenues to date, 


That being the case, we should have easily understood President Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny's fierce struggle to obtain a fair selling price for the producers that we 
are. 


SO we can see that if we are not in control of even our own produccs, we have even 
less control over the products we import. That explains certain price rises, such 
as those for petroleum, cement, and rice. 


Petroleum: While it is certain today that--thank God--Ivory Coast has petroleum 
for the moment, we nevertheless depend on the international market. This means that 
we are subjected to the various price increases that are decided on without consult- 
ing us. Those price increases have as their corollary the rise in prices for pe- 


troleum products and, especially, the higher cost of transportation. 


‘ement: A ton of cement currently costs an average of 29,000 CFA francs in Abidjan. 
its price varies between 32,000 and 60,000 CFA francs in some African 


Rice: Approximately 2 kilograms of paddy are required to make 1 kilogram of white 
the days when our rice production was very high, paddy was bought from 
yeasants at 75 CFA francs per kilogram. That meant that 1 kilogram of white 
rice cost the government 150 CFA francs. But the government sold the rice to the 
consumer at 100 CFA francs. In other words, every time an Ivorian consumer con- 
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sumed 1 kilogram of rice, he paid 100 CFA francs for it, and the government subsi- 
lized that kilogram of rice to the tune of 50 CFA francs. 

But what did we find? Traffickers were buying our rice for 100 CFA francs and then 
selling it across the border at a higher price. In other words, the government sub-

RATSLRAKA'S POLITICAL, ECONOMIC WOES AGGRAVATED BY FLOODS

[Text] At a time when the political situation is deteri- 
orating ard the economy is lagging, Madagascar has been 
subjected to c2rious floods. President Ratsiraka, 
grappling with grave problems, has announced his inten- 
tion to seek a second 7-year mandate this year. The 

date has not yet been set. 


[In the Tananarive area, January's torrential rainfall caused cave-ins, 

breaks in a number of dams, and dislocation of roads and railways. The agri- 
cultural areas along the eastern coast and Lake Alaotra were also devastated 
by a number of cyclones. The victims number in the tens of thousands. In 
the capital alone, the official total of victims had risen, as of 10 days 
igo, to 65,000 persons who had been compelled to evacuate their homes in 
the lower town. 


More than half of the year's first rice crop--the basic food source--will 

be lost. President Ratsiraka, who toured the stricken areas at the beginning 
of February, has estimated that more than 25,000 hectares of cultivated land 
were flooded. The Malagasy National Assistance Council has established 175 
shelters in churches, temples, and schools. Gifts have come from severai 
governments (the United States, the UK, France, the USSR, etc.), and the 
Fureopean Assembly has unanimously voted aid on an urgent basis. 


[This natural catastrophe came during a climate of "violence" and "economic 
deterioration" criticized by the recent Malagasy Episcopal Conference (LE 
MONDE, 21 January). Security is deteriorating in the rural areas--par- 
ticularly in the south, where armed bands pillage or ransom villages. 

[he basic necessities--oil soap, and sugar--are more and more unavailable. 
(he treasury is empty. The IMF, no doubt with the agreement of Western 
states, seems ready to provide aid, on condition that serious corrective 
action is taken at the national level. However, the government seems to 
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le capability to carry out any rectification. 
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In this regard, the cabinet reshuffle of 15 January (LE MONDE, 17 and 18 
January) seems to have been prompted by the dual concem to eliminate cor- 
rupt elements from the government and to get rid of less politically reli- 
able members. Indeed, ever since the overthrow of Tsirinana in 1972 by a 
popular movement, Madagascar has lived in an atmosphere of shadowy plots, 
real or imagined. In power since 1975, former naval commander Ratsiraka 
is, according to many accounts, becoming more and more the victim of an 
"obsession" regarding plotting, and he surrounds himself with increasingly 
tight protection, organized with the help of North Koreans and Russians. 


The latest plot (LE MONDE, 26 January)--apparently real--was reportedly 
thwarted as a result of betrayal. According to a reliable source, the 
plotters were arrested on the evening of 16 January during their last 

meeting, and after explosives had already been located inside the Presidential 
Palace. According to the same source, 80 people were reportedly arrested, 
including five colonels and a priest, the Rev Father Joseph Noel Ranaivo, 
vicar of Ambatolinita, a parish near the Presidential Palace. As police 
armored cars began patroling Tananarive, the head of state reportedly flew 
secretly to the airbase near Diego Suarez operated by the Russians. 


Except for the prime minister and the interior minister, the rest of the 
government reportedly also left the Malagasy capital. Monja Joana, the 

old southern leader who is currently chairman of the Supreme Revolutionary 
Council, allegedly had to appeal to his own party members to assure his 
protection. The whole operation is said to have been thwarted by Col Raveloson 
Mahasampo, brother-in-law of the President, who heads the Directorate General] 
of Information and Documentation (DGID), the government's political police. 


According to the weekly JEUNE AFRIQUE, the government's security depends 
equally on three "well-equipped" units: the Presidential Security Company 
(COSEP), which protects the Presidential Palace assisted by "20 Soviet 
armored cars and heavy weapons"; the Presidential Security Regiment (RESEP), 
whose 700 men are members of the President's party, the Vanguard of the 
Malagasy Revolution (AREMA), have North Korean officers, and are barracked 
at [avoloha, near Tananarive; and finally the Mahajamba regiment, which is 
"specialized in riot control." 


Citing economic reasons, the head of state has announced (LE MONDE, 12 
January) the postponement to 1983 of the legislative elections which were 

to have been held this year. The cabinet reshuffle of 15 January--as well 
as the changes in the Supreme Revolutionary Council the same day--should 
enable President Ratsiraka to have himself designated sole candidate for the 
presidential election, the only election still scheduled. The DGID will be 
charged with maintaining order: the law permits it to secretly detain any 
person for up to 2 weeks, renewable indefinitely, after obtaining the agree- 
ment of the republic's attorney general. 


[he recent expulsion (LE MONDE, 20 February), after 4 days of secret deten- 
tion, ot French lawyer Hamel, a correspondent of Amesty International who 
was accused of being a "CIA agent,'' seems to deprive Malagasy detainees of 
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one of their last legal means of defense. No local lawyer would dare take 
over the baton of lawyer Hamel, who had been trying to conduct the defense 
of numerous detainees, including three officers in prison for 5 years 
without trial.

|Interview with Professor Bhagwat Saran Upadhyaya, India's high commissioner 
in Mauritius, on the occasion of Indian National Day, by LE NOUVEAU MILITANT; 
date and place not specified] 


[Text] Prof Bhagwat Saran Upadhyava, India's high commis- 
sioner in Mauritius, is convinced that, whatever may be 
the government in power in Mauritius, the Indian culture 
of this country will flourish. Prof Upadhyaya is equally 
persuaded that, whatever may be the government in power, 
realtions between India and Mauritius will remain cordial. 
The Indian high commissioner brought things up to date 
regarding relations between the two countries during an 
interview which he gave to LE NOUVEAU MILITANT on the oc- 
casion of Indian National Day. The diplomat also touched 
on questions concering the development of certain cultural 
traits among Mauritians of Indian descent. Prof Upadh- 
yaya responded to the following questions from LE NOU- 
VEAU MILITANT: 


uestion] You have no doubt noted that the descendents of the Indian imni 
rants in the fom. -r colonies have become Westernized to the point of aban 
lon i [Indian culture. Do you think the same thing will happen in Mauritiu 


[Answer | [ have found that Indian culture is alive and well in Mauritius, 

the addition of the Creole element in the lifestyle of Mauritians of 
indian origin. If there is a country outside India where Indian culture 
uurish, it is Mauritius, and this is so, whatever the government in 
power in the country. Mauritius is the only one of these former colonies 
where Indian culture remains alive. 


[Question] Do you think that relations between India and Mauritius could 
suffer as a result of a change in government in Mauritius? 


Swer | [ don't think so. Not at all. Whatever the government in power, 


the relations between the two countries will remain cordial! Whatever 
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government comes to power, India will not suffer! [This sentence printed in 
English. ] 


[Question] Mauritius and India have always maintained close economic rela- 
tions. How do you see the situation? 


[Answer] Mauritius must look toward self-sufficiency. You have to indus- 
trialize the country. Rely on your own resources before thinking of foreign 
aid. 1 think that Mauritius should seriously consider the creation of village 
industry, because you need to begin somewhere. Village industries which 

do not need as much investment as larger-scale industries will provide em- 
ployment to the young as well as to the old, to boys as well as girls. Like 
the Indians who began with weaving, Mauritians will benefit substantially 

from the establishment of small industries which create many jobs. 


[Question] How is the economic cooperation program developing between India 
and other countries? 


[Answer] We Indians also borrow money from abroad. We use this money to 
develop our country further, and do not squander it. 


India has very close relations with several countries in the world. Our 
expertise is very highly valued by developing countries. We are helping in 
the construction of large infrastructure projects in Libya, Algeria, in the 
Arab countries of the Persian Gulf, and in African countries 


Our exports of steel, textiles, equipment, and consumer articles have reached 
such a volume that we are on the point of replacing western suppliers. 

Some 15,000 Indian doctors and engineers are working abroad. Even developed 
countries look for Indian expertise in certain areas. 


We are the first developing country to have planted its flag in the Antarctic, 
thus becoming the sixth country in the world to have accomplished this ex- 
ploit. We have placed a satellite in orbit. 


Question] What is the Indian reaction to the American military presence 


in Diego Garcia? 


[Answer] You in Mauritius should be worried first. In case of war Mauritius 
would be the first country affected. The deadly missiles are monsters which 
do not know how to distinguish between friends and enemies. 


india supports the demilitarization of the Indian Ocean and is concerned 


about the situation. We are worried about Mauritius, a country we like a 
great deal and whose future concerms us in case of war. 


(Question] Would India appreciate representations maie by a government in 
Mauritius which would try to have the base at Diego Garcia dismantled? 


[Answer] Of course we would appreciate such representations. The Nonaligned 
Movement is in favor of the demilitarization of the Indian Ocean. 














[Question] Before raising certain matters regarding culture, would you tell 
us when you heard Mauritius referred to for the first time? 


Answer] I was still a boy when I heard my mother speak of the high quality 
of Mauritian sugar. My mother spoke of the country as "Maurice Island," 
as it is called in French or Creole. 


When I was in prison at the beginning of the 1920's, I met a Fijian who told 
me the history of Indian immigration in the different colonies, including 
Mauritius. Much later, I met some Mauritian students in India. I had oc- 
casion to meet your prime minister at the world conference on Hindi in Nagpur. 


(Question] What were you first impressions when you met Mauritians? 


(Answer! As they are descendants of coolies from Bihar, which is a very "dull" 
state in India, the Maur’tians of Indian origin, in my view, were like 

people trom that state. However, I was greatly impressed by their presence 

and their intelligence. For me they were a real revelation, with their 
Knowledge of several languages, including French and English. I had not 
ppreciated that you were so close to Africa and Madagascar. However, i 

got some idea of this by reading "Paul et Virginie." 


Jluestion} What do you think of the state of Mauritian Bhojpuri, as you 
ome yourself from a region of India where they speak this language? 


[Answer ] There are certain minor variations between our two versions of 
shojpuri, although the Mauritian version gives me the impression of having 
lost certain forms. Thus, you have a tendency of no longer addressing people

[Text] Last Wednesday [27 January] at Triveni, in Beau-Bassin, on the oc- 
casion of a reception organized by the Mauritius-India Friendship Society, 

a verbal and diplomatic "clash" of considerable importance took place be- 
tween the Indian high commissioner, Prof B S Upadhyaya, and the third-ranking 
official of the Mauritian Government, Sir Satcam Boolell [Mauritian minister 
of agriculture], after the latter made two shocking remarks about India when 
he was making a speech in his capacity as honorary president of the Mauritius- 


India Friendship Society. 


At a certain point in his speech Sir Satcam Boolell said in effect that 
there were disagreements in terms of the policy of Mme Gandhi's government 


in India and that of the Mauritian Government, and he gave two examples. 


He said first of all that India was engaged in an "arms race" and that, on 
this point, the Mauritian Government "does not toe the same line." He con- 
tinued by making reference to Diego Carcia, saying that the Mauritian 
Government must think above all of its security and of its national interests 
in explaining the attitude of the government on the question. 


When he had occasion to speak after Sir Satcam Boolell, Prof B S Upadhyaya 

responded directly to the two remarks made by the minister. He said without 
mincing words that it was "untrue'’ to say that India was engaged in an "arms 
race,'' going on to recall with energy that from the time of the Buddha until 


the present India has always been in favor of nonviolence and has never 
committed aggression against any neighboring country. 





On the question of Diego Garcia Prof Upadhyaya criticized the reasoning ex- 
pressed a few minutes earlier by Sir Satcam Boolell and insisted that the 
policy of the Mauritian Government regarding Diego Garcia was "self-destruc- 
tive,'’ because Mauritius would be the first country to pay the price in the 
case of conflict. 


Professor Upadhyaya emphasized that India was not alone in its denunciation 
of the American military presence in Diego Garcia and recalled that, on the 
contrary, almost all countries of the region had the same view. 


[t should be noted that THE NATION, a pro-Boolell daily newspaper, in its 
edition of yesterday morning [29 January] quoted Professor Upadhyaya as 
saying the following on the subject of the American base at Diego Garcia: 
"You should have denounced this project. You failed in your duty." 


According to our information, this verbal "clash" between Professor Upadhyaya 
and Sir Satcam Boolell caused deep concern among those present. 


After the twce speeches, again according to our information, Sir Satcam 
Boolell said to Professor Upadhyaya that he had misunderstood him, but the 
latter insisted that this was not the case and that he had perfectly sum- 
marized the sense of the two remarks made by Sir Satcam Boolell, adding that 
as far as Diego Garcia was concerned, the Indian Government was perfectly 
aware of what the attitude of the Mauritian Government was.

COST OF LIVING RISE REDUCED TO ZERO 
Victoria NATION in English 18 Mar 82 p l 


[Text] With nations the world over battling the evils of inflation, Seychelles 
succeeded in reducing the increase in its cost of living to an insignificant 
amount during 1981. 


The latest retain price index published in this week's Official Gazette shows 
that whilst the cost of living rose until the middle of last year, it then 
fell so that by January 1982 it stood at the same level as in January 1981. 


Seychelles' low inflation rate, say the Government statisticians who compiled 
the retain price index, is due to the revaluation of the rupee last March and 
the Government's strict control of prices. Thus the inflation rate, measured 
as a percentage increase in the retail price index over the same month in the 
previous year, peaked at nearly 20% in April last year before the Government 
economic measures began to take effect. 


Since June this rate has remained in single figures and droped in January 1982 
to only 0.2% above the same month last year. The annual average inflation 
rate for the last 12 months dropped to a low 9.3 per cent. Imported goods, 
which comprises 50% of the expenditure of households, decreased in price by 
6.5% during this period. 

Seychelles' success comes at a time when most economies, including the much 
icher and sophisticated ones of the developed West, are fighting inflation in 
double figures. In a few developing nations inflation is running away in 
three figures.

Survival was not a word to be considered 
in the far-off days of Dr Verwoerd.

The ANC learnt many lessons during its 
period of legality, that is, up to 1960. One 
of these was that unarmed and untrained 
people are powerless against the South 
African racists who are armed to the teeth. 


studied military and political subjects and 
were always keen to apply military theory to 
our concrete conditions.

From South Africa’s

R4 000-million at _ to- 
day’s prices, this equip- 
ment was abruptly left 
behind by US naval and 
aviation personnel 
when President Carter 
ordered a massive eva- 
cuation from Iran prior 
to the Shah’s departure 
from Teheran in early 
February, 1979. 

The Soviets have 
already offered to ex- 
pand both the Bandar 
Abbas and the Chah Ba- 
har naval bases. They 
have also offered to 
purchase the _ sophis- 
ticated weaponry and 
computerised operatio- 
nal systems which the 
Americans stockpiled 
at Chah Bahar and Ko- 
narak. 

This equipment has 
remained unused since

Iran. Control of this 
would provide Russia 
with superb logistic 
back-up for any attack 
it chose to launch in the 
Middle East or Africa.

Whether we like it or 
not, Russia is already 
the dominant super- 
power in Africa and in- 
creasingly so in the In- 
dian Ocean. Lord 
Carrington’s skilful 
move in persuading the 
moderate Rhodesian 
coalition to sign its own 
death warrant has 
added immeasurably to 
the security problems 
in this defence arc. 


Red aim 


All know, or should 
know, that Moscow’s 
long-term objective is 
to subjugate the whole 
of Africa into a social- 
ist-communist confed- 
eration. Currently, Rus- 
sia’s principle objective 
is to make life as un- 
comfortable as possible 
for the US as it seeks to 
establish a_ credible 
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military presence in 
this region. 


Every avenue of dis- 
information and per 
suasion possible is be- 
ing employed to inflame 
regional opinion 
against South Africa 
and to keep spokesmen 
for the “moderate” 
African States tongue- 
tied as they are forced 
to lean over backwards 
to emphasise that they 
trail behind no one in 
their antagonism to the 
RSA. 


Ironically, Moscow’s 
best friends in this op- 
eration are US busi- 
nessmen. Only a week 
or so back Chase Man- 
hattan’s Mr David 
Rockefeller declared 
African Marxism to be 
of “no threat” to the 
West. The Lancaster 
House a ment, 
which delivered Rhode- 
sia to the Marxists, he 
described as “one of the 
great events of the 20th 
Century.” 


As for the liberal 
Western media, it is sig- 
nificant that there is 
presently a concen- 
trated campaign claim- 
ing that change in 
South Africa’ is: purety 
cosmetic, that the posit- 
ion of the Blacks is, in 
fact, as bad (if not 
worse) than it has ever 
been. 


This is of great ad- 
vantage to the Rus- 
sians, because any ene- 
my or insurgent has an 
enormous advantage if 
the target government 
is disliked or mis- 
trusted.

Mr Biwott said Webb and Wells decided to assign the con- 
tract to Helitac on May 7, 1980, but it was cancelled later that month when 
Kenya discovered that the maize was being obtained from South Africa and not

CEREAL OUTPUT REVISED DOWN--The first official estimate of South Africa's 
1981/82 summer cereal production indicates lower output of all crops due to 
drought, the Agriculture Department says. Grain sorghum production is fore- 
cast at 331,000 tons against 552,000 in 1980/81 and sunflower seed output at 
290,000 ton versus 518,000. Groundnut production is estimated at 116,000 
tons, compared with 211,000, dry beans at 55,000 tons against 76,000 and soya- 
beans at 20,000 versus 26,000. As reported earlier, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment's first estimate of the 1981/82, September to April, maize crop was 8,60- 
million tons, sharply down from a record 14,65-million produced in 1980/81. 
The estimates are based on conditions at the end of February and reflect the 
effects of a prolonged drought in main cereal growing areas and estimated 
reduced plantings for all crops except dry beans, the department says. [Text]

Mr. Mokgokong claimed 
he had information that a 
number of companies had 
sealed deals with the 
National Industrial 
Development Corporation 
of Swaziland {‘NIDCS) to 


open up large firms in the 
country, but were stopped 
at a very late stage by South 
African companies. 

‘They use all sorts of 
tactics — even threats to do 
certain things to them,"’ 
Mr. Mokgokong - said. 
‘Ho can.-we develop if 
private firms from across 
the border throttle our 
young economy?’ he 
asked. 

In terms of the 
agreement, a member state 
like Swaziland may levy 
additional duties on goods 
imported to protect new 
industries from unfair 
competition.

Sweden has for aimost ten 
years now supplied newsprint’ 
for the Party newspapers un- 
der its import support 
programme. 


“A longterm agreement on 
newsprint ae covering 
also the Daily News is now 
being discussed between 
Sweden and Tanzania”, the 
statement said.

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TRBB SPOKESMAN SAYS BANK GIVING LOANS ONLY TO VILLAGES REPAYING LOANS

[Excerpt] The Tanzania Rural Development Bank (TRDB) is this season giving loans 
only to villages that have cleared their debts, a spokesman of the bank said in 


Dar es Salaam yesterday. 


He said indebted villages are in the meantime being educated on the importance of 
promptly repaying loans for their benefit as well as that of the bank. 


The spokesman pointed out, however that villages that had failed to repay the loans 
for legitimate reasons, such as bad harvest because of poor weather, would be con- 
sidered separately. 


"But first priority this season will go to those which have settled their loans", 
he emphasised, adding that "we have to be selective." 


He said the bank presently faced liquidity problems because it had less funds than 
the amount sought by villages and attributed this to non-repayment of loans. 


The spokesman said the bank was not "reluctant" to extend loans to villages as re- 
ported by Shihata in a despatch from Arusha yesterday, but explained that the de- 
nial of loan facilities to those in arrears was part of good business.

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JUMBE CHALLENGES LEADERS, PEOPLE TO STAMP OUT SMUGGLING

[Text] Vice-President Aboud Jumbe has challenged leaders and the people to work 
out ways of stamping out smuggling and illegal price hikes instead of merely conm- 
plaining to the government. 


Ndugu Jumbe said the people must compliment law enforcement institutions in the war 
against the vices for faster results. 


Addressing Party and Government leaders from area, district and regional levels in 
Zanzibar yesterday, Ndugu Jumbe said if people exposed culprits, the government 
would easily eradicate exploitation in the Isles. 


Ndugu Jumbe, who is also the Chairman of the Zanzibar Revolutionary Council, won- 
dered how a lorry full of commodities could travel all the way from Zanzibar town 
to Kizimke.zi, Bweleo or Fumba beaches (points from which goods were smuggled out 
of Zanzibar) undetected and without the knowledge of leaders or residents of 
these areas. 


"This shows you either condone the practices or shun to expose the culprits--and 
therefore you have no right to complain to the government for the unnecessary 
shortages of essential goods", he said. 


The Vice-President also called on district revolutionary committees to hasten the 
formation of district wholesale business corporations and co-operative retail 
shops to completely seal loopholes in the distribution network being exploited by 
smugglers. He pledged the government's full assistance in setting the proposed 
corporations. 


Ndugu Jumbe directed the Zanzibar Attorney General's chambers to review some legis- 
lations towards punishing smugglers and traders who hiked prices more severely. 


He also called on the Judiciary to be more vigilant when handling cases involving 
people who undermined the Isles economy. 


He noted that the present penal code provided for light punishment to offenders in 
terms of fines and imprisonment, thereby encouraging exploitation. 


"I suggest that those convicted of smuggling, price hiking and economic sabotage 
should receive long prison sentences without the option of fine", he said.

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MWATEX EXTENDS COMPULSORY LEAVE WITHOUT PAY OF ITS WORKERS

[Text] The Mwanza Textile Mills (MWATEX) has extended for another 19 days the 
compulsory leave without pay for its 2,000 plus workers sent home since last Janu- 
ary because 2f electric supply problems in Mwanza town. 


The factory had earlier sent the workers on annual leave for the whole of last 
February but later extended the period, now without pay, to March 15 as the prob- 
lems persisted. 


The MWATEX Administrative Manager, Ndugu G. Gondwe, said in Dar es Salaam yester- 
day that the new extension was inevitable as the situation was still uncertain. 


Mwanza town was forced to ration power after the breakdown of three of its four 
generators. The one presently in order produces four megawatts and is complimen- 
ted by the old station producing only 600 kilowatts. 


The town's daily power requirement is 8.5 megawatts. Only two of the four genera-_ 
tors with a four megawatts capacity each were sufficient to meet the demand. 


Power in Mwanza is currently rationed for the industrial area from 6 a. m. to 

6 p. m. while MWATEX receives power only at night. The only area receiving con- 
stant power is the town centre but residential areas go without electricity for 
most of the time. 


The MWATEX General Manager, Ndug Muhammed Akhtar, said recently that because of 
the situation, the company was losing about two million/- 4 day. 


He said production had plunged from 95,000 metres of cloth a day to between 8,000 
and 10,000 metres a day. The mills produce khanga, vitenges, khaki, linens, bed- 
sheets, greysheetings, cotton wool and sanitary pads. 


Meanwhile, two electrical engineers from Norway have arrived in Mwanza to super- 


vise the repairs of the generators, paralysed after the main bearing at the Nya- 
kato Power Station broke down three months ago. 
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However, sources said in Dar es Salaam yesterday that if there is to be a solution 
at all, this would take at least four weeks since not all spare parts have been 
acquired. The water cooling system at the station had also broken down. 


The main foundation at the station will also have to be rebuilt before any repairs 


could effectively be undertaken. The present foundation is rotten and cannot 
withstand vibration of the generators.

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SEVERE MEASURES AGAINST FUNDS MISAPPROPRIATION URGED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 16 Feb 82 pp 1, 7 
[Editorial: "Misappropriation: It Has Gone Too Far!"] 


[Text] Speaking to commissioners of the people meeting in budget session 
at the National Building, the First State Commissioner stressed the need 
for strict management so that the economic revival program will be carried 
out within the time allotted. Further on this subject, the executive 
coordinator said that the state would act without pity toward misappro- 
priators of public funds. Paradoxically, however, and contrary to this 
warning, misappropriation is markedly on the increase. The culprits 
continue to steal from the state and enrich themselves on the backs of 

the working masses. Each day brings new disturbing news: on all sides 
misappropriations are announced and deplored. 


Again recently, a large sum disappeared at Kisangani, and the culprits, 
who worked at the Town Hall, have been arrested. A. Kikwit, chief of the 
subdivision for primary and secondary education, has been arrested for 
misappropriating 300,000 zaires intended for teachers' salaries. 


Scattered throughout the Kinshasa area (Ngaliema, Barumbu, and Selembao, to 
cite only a few examples), cases of financial embezzlement have been 
announced and the perpetrators suspended, pending the results of the 
investigations. At a time when the Executive Council is working to get 

the country out of the economic crisis, it is shameful and painful to learn 
that some Zairians have settled on embezzlement as the way to get rich. 

The "welfare" state being a thing of the past, the courts must take strong 
action so that those who put their hands in the public till will get the 
punishment they deserve. People cannot be allowed to coatinue to thumb 
their noses at the state. We cannot tolerate having funds which have been 
allocated for specific purposes disappear to the benefit of one group who 
continue to believe that "their crimes" will go unpunished because they 
benefit from political cover. Thus, in punishing them, the courts must do 
everything possible to recover the money and assure that the law is applied 
to the full. 
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We cannot do otherwise, because we know that by embezzling the teachers’ 
money, the culprits create a social problem, since these fathers of 
families, without their salaries, will not be able to meet their own and 
their family's needs. Only by striking hard and without pity can we 

halt this wave of embezzlement, which drains the public treasury and 
interferes with the proper implementation of the economic revival program 


undertaken by the Executive Council under the leadership of its chief, 
Gen Mobutu Sese Soko.

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SEMINAR DISCUSSES 1982-1984 DRAFT AGRICULTURAL PLAN 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 16 Feb 82 p 7

of Draft Plan for Agriculture for Fiscal Period 1982-1984"] 


[Text] A seminar to evaluate the draft plan for agriculture for the period 
1982-1984 was held at N'Sele 12-14 February. Participating were all the 
officials of the Department of Agriculture and Rural Development, led by 
the department's state commissioner, Kamitatu Massamba. Also participating 
were representatives of international organizations and departmental 
officials of other Zairian institutions whose activities relate to 
agriculture. 


It is recalled that at the Paris meeting, Zaire's agricultural partners 
involved in financing agriculture had said they were prepared to invest at 
least $25 million during the 1981-1984 period, on condition that Zaire 
came up with an original and serious agricultural program. This was the 
reason for holding this seminar under the chairmanship of State 
Commissioner Kamitatu, who asked all participants to study the plan 
prepared by his department to see whether anything was lacking and to 
judge its coherence, so that Zaire's partners could in turn confirm its 
validity before final consideration. Thus, representatives were present 
from the EDF, the World Bank, and U.S. AID to approve, on behalf of their 
organizations, the elements of this 3-year plan. After completion, it 
will be approved by the Executive Council and then issued as a decree-law 
by the MPR founding president, president of the republic, and lawyer, 
prior to approval by Zaire's partners in Paris in May. 





In his address to the participants, the head of the Department of Agriculture 
and Rural Development called on all responsible officials of his department 
to be conscientious in fulfilling their responsibilities, noting that a 

large part of the 1982 budget is allocated to agriculture. 


State Commissioner Kamitatu also introduced a report by the head of the 
delegation of the Society of Studies for Economic and Social Development 
(SEDES), who then summarized the agricultural report for 1982-1984 prepared 
b; SEDES. Citizen Kamitatu said the report would serve as the basis for 
discussions between the Executive Council and the consultative subgroup of 
the World Bank who will meet in Paris during the first half of May. 
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The state commissioner explained the dual nature of his department, the 
organization of its services, and its responsibility with respect to food 
production. 


In fulfillment of this responsibility, Citizen Kamitatu announced that 

a seminar will be held of all 60 heads of projects under the department to 
review the need for these projects, their timeliness, and whether they 
should be continued or dropped. 


With regard to his department's action program, he said that self- 
sufficiency in food must be the goal of production in all sectors. To 
this end, better living conditions must be created for rural people. 


The head of the SEDES delegation, the Reverend Father Fyot, then explained 
that the key point in the SEDES report is food self-sufficiency, just as 
in the MPR founding president's speech on 26 March 1981 to the Central 
Committee members and in the details of the action plan of the state 
commissioner for agriculture and rural development in 1982. 


Father Fyot listed a number of preconditions for agricultural revival, 
including maintenance of desert roads, organization of transport, and 
training of peasants. He also referred to the various integrated projects 
undertaken by various foreign organizations such as the manioc project in 
Kasai Oriental, the PNS [expansion unknown] of Seremi-Mweka and Secomaf, 
the technical assistance project for Kwango peasants, etc. 


Total financing for these projects has doubled. During the 1982-1984 
budget period, $180 million will come from outside and Zaire will 
contribute $154 million. 


The seminar operated in five committees: the committee for overall program 
of activity for 1982; the committee for matters relating to food and 
industrial production; the committee for animal production; the committee 
for research, training, popular education, publicity, and distribution 

of agricultural input and products; and, finally, the committee for 
problems of agricultural financing with local funds and foreign currency. 
The conclusion of these proceedings at a plenary session held at 1600 

hours on Saturday 13 February will be reported in our next issue. 
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N‘DJILI COURTS, POLICE URGED TO PLAY STRONGER ROLE

[Text] The Kini in general, and the N'Djili specifically, show a negative 
attitude toward the law. Moreover, we have to say it, and with bitterness, 
that almost 50 percent of the robbers and other offenders of common-law 
violations brought to court are released only a few days later. We thus 
alway3 wonde: what goes on between these judges and the bandits; even when 
murderers are involved! Furthermore, don't these hoodlums boast openly 
before their victims that "esala rien, nakobima na ngai“ (No problem, L‘'1l 
be released). And what they have predicted comes true in the hours 
following their arrest. What can we think? The whole question remains 
[unresolved]. 


We think that what we have said gives a superficial idea of some aspects of 
this terrible scourge that has continued to sow desolation in numerous 
families of Kinshasa, and particularly N'Djili. 


Also, we call on residents of that part of the capital to go to the 
assistance of a neighbor who is attacked at night by these outlaws. But 

do this, of course, in a methodical way and with "consensus ommium" of the 
people living on the street. Solidarity in such cases is naturally an 
important instrument in upsetting the Machiavellian schemes of wrongdoers of 
all kinds. 


Moreover, the courts would do better to go all out, including strengthening 
night patrols, to achieve maximum vigilance, and punish all bandits under 
lock and key in accordance with the law, What most surprises people is 
that one or more representatives of the law are often found to be deeply 
involved in this underworld. This situation also should be exposed. 
Finally, genuine cooperation between the people and the forces of order 
cannot be effective unless the security of citizens and their property is 
really ensured.

DELEGATION SENT TO COLLECT DELINQUENT SOCIAL SECURITY PAYMENTS 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 16 Feb 82 p 3 


[Text] After several bulletins calling on the local offices to pay in to 
the National Social Security Institute [NSSI] the workers’ social security 
contributions, a three-member delegation sent by the NSSI regional office 
recently visited Kikwit, in northern Bandundu. The delegation's purpose 
was to undertake collection by force of the money due from that area of 
the country. In order to do this effectively, the delegation included an 
official of the judiciary council. 


But why did the NSSI authorize this action? According to the regional 
director, Senga Londe, it was authorized in a legal manner. He said that 
the NSSI had earlier sent formal warnings to employers who were behind in 
their payments or who did not pay at all in the hope of gaining a longer 
delay. Since some employers had thus not fulfilled their obligations, the 
regional office considered it necessary to resort to the judiciary council 
and the gendarmerie. | 


Discussing the results of this recovery effort, he implied that some money, 
total not revealed, was collected. The rest of the compulsory contri- 
butions may be collected soon. 


Citizen Senga, who provided this information during a meeting with the local 
press, also told us that he had recently visited the rural areas of Feshi, 
Gungu, and Idiofa. His visit concerned control of institutions making 
pension payments, particularly a number of Catholic missions. He said that 
this control had revealed some irregularities concerning payment for 
deceased pensioners, specifically in Gungu area. 


Finally, the local official spoke about the construction in the town center 
of a complex to contain all administrative services. Construction, which 
was awarded to a private company "Lotala and Son Establishments" and has 
just gotten started, will take 36 months.

MISAPPROPRIATION OF FUNDS—Citizen Kusikumala, head of the primary and 
secondary education subregion at Kikwit, has been arrested for misappro- 
priating 300,000 zaires of retired teachers’ pay for the month of April 
1981. Citizen Ngandu Mulowayi, state prosecutor in Kikwit departmental 
court, on providing this information to AZAP, said that Kusikumala had 
prepared a list of 120 pensioned teachers instead of the 65 beneficiaries 
in official records. The state had therefore been obliged to allocate an 
additional 300,000 zaires, which Kusilamala embezzled for his own use. 
During the court interrogation the accused, Kusikumala, pleaded not guilty, 
claiming that he had been misled by the subdivision's accounting service. 
Kusikumala is the third head of thés subdivision to be arrested. Citizens 
Bwesenkin and Iko were arrested, respectively, for spreading false rumors 
and for providing indispensable support in the misappropriation of 
172,625.84 zuires from the pay of Kikwit teachers in December 1981.
